May led to a hung 
Parliament, the outcome 
in Hackney was clear-cut. 

After an extremely high 
turnout, Hackney’s 
Labour Mayor, Jules Pipe, 
was re-elected for the third 
time, with 48,363 votes. 

Mayor Pipe won 54 per 
cent of the vote on 
residents’ first preferences. 

He said: “I’m honoured 
that the people of 




Hackney have again put 
their faith in me, and I’m 
looking forward to 
fighting for a fairer future 
for the borough.” 

The borough’s two 
Labour MPs were also 
re-elected - with increased 
majorities. Diane Abbott 
secured 25,553 votes (55 
per cent of the total) in 
Hackney North and 
Stoke Newington. 

She said: “I would like 
to thank the people of 
Hackney North and Stoke 
Newington. 

“I couldn’t have an 
electorate that it would be 
more of a privilege 
to serve.” 

Meg Hillier got 23,888 
votes (55.7 per cent of the 


turnout) in Hackney 
South and Shoreditch. 

She said: “The last four 
and five years have led to 
this result - an increased 
majority for Labour in 
this borough. 

“I want to thank the 
people of Hackney for 
giving me the privilege to 
work with them.” 

The overall make-up of 
the Council remained 
broadly unchanged, with 
Labour taking 50 seats out 
of a possible 57; the 
Conservatives won four; 
and the Liberal Democrats 
took three seats. 

The Conservative total 
was down five seats on the 
2006 local election results, 
and the Green Party lost 


its one councillor. 

Those on Hackney’s 
electoral register were able 
to vote in three separate 
elections for their MP, 
Mayor and local ward 
councillors. (For the full 
results turn to pg4) 

Voting took place on 6 
May between 7am and 
10pm at 78 polling 
stations across the 
borough, along with 
around 24,000 postal 
votes that were sent in. 

There were angry scenes 
however, outside a few of 
the busiest polling 
stations, when the doors 
were closed at 10pm as 
residents were still 
queuing up to vote. The 
Council’s Chief Executive, 


who oversees the elections, 
apologised ‘unreservedly’ 
for this and pledged to 
ensure that ‘nothing like 
this happens in an election 
in Hackney again’. 

Members of the Mayor’s 
Cabinet will be formally 
announced at the 
Council’s Annual General 
Meeting on 26 May, along 
with a new Speaker 
of Hackney and the 
membership of 
committees.

F IRST came the 

parliamentary results, 
greeted with cheers 
and applause as 
Hackney’s two Labour 
candidates were re-elected. 

Agents, supporters, friends 
and family found hidden 
reserves of energy to 

congratulate the MPs, 
even 


awake for more than 30 hours. 

Following the announcement 
by the returning officer at 
Hackney Town Hall, Diane 
Abbott addressed the crowds. 
She said: “I would like to thank 
the people of Hackney North 
and Stoke Newington. Twenty 
years ago they looked at me 
and they saw what a lot of 
other people wouldn’t see. 

“They have stuck by me in 
good times and in bad. It’s a 
privilege to represent the 
people of my constituency.” 

Next up was Meg Hillier 
who took the microphone in 

the Assembly Hall. 
Commenting on 
the fact that 
f some residents

vote, she said:

and we are taking this issue up, 
because it isn’t a good thing at 
all that people were at the 
polling station and couldn’t 
vote. 

“The good news is that 
people in Hackney turned out 
in force to vote.” 

She concluded: “It’s my job 
to make sure that the people of 
Hackney don’t get left behind 
as the borough improves and 
that the fairness and equality 
we stand for continues.” 

An army of Council staff 
who had been counting since 
polling booths closed, went on 
to tally up the Mayoral and 
local election votes. 

Amid the ward-by-ward 
declarations of results from the 
local elections, there were 
cheers when it was announced 
that Jules Pipe had been re- 
elected with 48,363 votes, 
almost double the number he 
received in 2006. 

He said: “There have been 
many improvements in the 


borough over the past eight 
years, but there is still much 
more to be done, and I want to 
continue working with the 
people of Hackney to make 
our borough an even better 
place. 

“Some of my key priorities 
will be reducing crime and 
anti-social behaviour, 
improving schools still further, 
more things for young people 
to do, improving our parks and 
public spaces, and more 
affordable housing.” 

Constant announcements 
followed to declare the rest of 
the 57 ward councillors - 
interrupted by claps and 
cheers. 

By 1 1pm on 7 May, all the 
results were in, and the 
representatives who will work 
for the people of Hackney and 
for a better 
borough 
were 
finally 
known. 


“AS Returning Officer, I apologise 
unreservedly to those members of 
the public who were unable to 
vote on Thursday. 

“A number of residents, around 
270 across the borough, were 
unable to vote due to long queues at 
polling stations. The law states that 
no ballot papers can be issued after 
1 0pm and the officers in the polling 


stations acted in accordance with 
the law. 

“Several places across London 
and up and down the country 
experienced problems like this, and 
the Electoral Commission has 
promised to look into all of these 
problems. 

“I look forward to working with 
the Commission to find ways to 


make sure that nothing like this 
happens in an election in Hackney 
again.”

Making empty 
houses homes 

EMPTY homes are being 
brought into use again, and 
landlords, neighbours and 
developers are being urged 
to contact the Council to find 
out more. 

Hackney has created 221 new homes for rent by those on 
the Council’s housing waiting list, by bringing empty 
properties back into use in the past two years. 

Empty properties can attract dumped rubbish, or cause 
damp to neighbouring buildings through leaking roofs or 
gutters, and the Council can take enforcement action 
against landlords who consistently refuse to remedy the 
situation. Residents concerned about empty properties in 
their street are asked to tell the Council about them so that 
owners can be contacted. 

Grant funding worth several thousands of pounds is 
available for landlords wanting to return empty properties to 
use for renting. Owners, neighbours, developers and estate 
agents should contact the Council to find out more.

ONE of last year’s Hackney finalists, director Alex Taylor was 
delighted when his experimental short ‘Kids Might Fly’, won the 
2009 Film London Best of Borough (BOB) award. 

Shot on location in Dalston, Hackney Wick and Stepney Green, 
the film is about young people in East London, capturing slices of 
their lives. As well as picking up the £2,000 BOB, it has been 
shown at a host of film festivals across Europe and was runner- 
up in the UKFC Best Film Competition at the London Short Film 
Festival; picked up the special jury prize at the SXSW USA Music 
and Film Festival in Austin, USA; and got a special mention award 
at the 22nd Filmfest Dresden International Short Film Festival. 
Alex is currently in pre-production on his next short They Came 
From The Mountains’, about three Eastern European girls 
performing exorcisms on Londoners, and is writing his first two 
feature films. ‘Boldo’ is about the first Roma Gypsy astronaut, 
and ‘Otaku’ about Manga-obsessed teenagers adventuring

CIVIL servant Paul Howarth has lived in the Strand Building 
in Lower Clapton since moving to Hackney in 2001 . 

He caught the gardening bug at an early age while growing up in 
Yorkshire, when his childhood ‘chore’ was to mow the lawn, an 
activity he loved, along with helping out on his father’s allotment 
growing vegetables from seed and watching them develop. 

Paul first entered the Hackney in Bloom competition in 2007 with 
a little encouragement from his neighbours after seeing a banner 
at Clapton Pond. His large roof garden with its Mediterranean 
style plants and fountain shaped like a Gunnera plant, which also 
disguises traffic sounds in the urban space, won first prize in the 
best communal garden category that year and was also awarded 
a Certificate of Excellence in the London in Bloom competition. 
Delighted by his success, Paul has now entered the competition 
three times and has won first prize in both 2008 and 2009 for 
best residential garden and best residential area respectively.

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Fr Rob Wickham, the 45th Rector of Hackney, firmly believes in the role of the Church in creating a fairer society 


Heart of the community

T HE first thing that 
strikes you about 
Father Rob 
Wickham, 45th 
Rector of Hackney, is his 
unbounded enthusiasm for 
the borough and its people. 

Coming to Hackney in 
2007, says Fr Rob, was 
a calling. He believes that 
St John’s has a central role 
to play in the changes 
that are taking place in the 
borough - and to make 
sure that everyone has 
a voice. 

This belief is central to 
his work. He sees the 
Church as having a key 
part to play in 
communicating the needs 
of the community to others 


in more secular authorities, 
such as the Council. He 
said: “We have a very good 
relationship with the 
Council, and part of that is 
us acting as a reflective 
voice for the wide range of 
people that use St John’s.” 

He is also active in other 
areas of community life, 
sitting on the governing 
bodies of St John & St 
James CoE Primary School 


and Hackney Free and 
Parochial CoE Secondary 
School, and chairing the 
borough’s Town Centre 
Partnership. 

This commitment has its 
roots in his experiences 
while working as Pastoral 
Assistant in Newcastle in 
1993, especially his 
involvement with the 
Cedarwood Centre on the 
Meadowell estate, at a time 


when unemployment there 
was running at 80 per cent. 
“I had never seen such 
absolute poverty,” he 
revealed. However, Fr Rob 
drew inspiration from the 
‘extraordinary’ work of 
the local church and its 
stance on the wrongs of 
social inequality. 

After his ordination in 
1998, Fr Rob spent three 
years in Willesden, 
followed by six years as 
Team Vicar in the parish of 
Old St Pancras where he 
acted as a liaison between 
the church and the Kings 
Cross regeneration project. 

St-John-at-Hackney is 
now two years into a five- 
year strategic plan to 
transform the physical 
building, as well as the way 
that it is used by the 
community. The aim is to 
make the church more 


accessible, offering office 
space to local businesses, 
conserving the church’s 
historic monuments and 
contributing to the 
development of key areas 
of Hackney life. 

When asked about the 
role of St John’s in such a 
diverse borough, Fr Rob 
said: “St John’s shares 
Hackney’s diversity and 
from that diversity has 
built a real community. 

“If you come here on a 
Sunday you see the whole 
borough reflected in the 
congregation.” 

He also sees St John’s as 
being key to the ‘story’ of 
the borough, with much of 
its rich heritage reflected in 
the Church and its 
grounds. “I am so proud 
that we can offer 
hospitality and bring 
people together, for 


example welcoming 900 
people to listen to the 
wonderful Hackney 
Singers,” he said. 

The father-of-two works 
an average of 12 to 14 
hours a day, yet Fr Rob has 
still found the time to 
study for a Masters degree 
on the interplay between 
politics and faith-based 
organisations. 

Speaking to Fr Rob, you 
get a real sense that he sees 
the church as an integral 
part of society and an 
institution that has a real 
and valid part to play in 
shaping a fairer society.

From yellow to green 

TELEPHONE directories of all colours and sizes can be 
recycled through the Council’s various recycling schemes. 
Chunky phone books take up a lot of space if they go into 
landfill, so it’s important that old directories are disposed of 
in the most environmentally sound way. 

The Council can collect old Yellow Pages, or other telephone 
directories, for recycling through its household Green Box 
scheme, recycling services on estates, as well as at 
recycling banks around the borough. Directories are made 
from recycled paper and fibre sourced from sustainably 
managed forests.The majority of old directories are recycled 
each year - keeping them out of landfill - and providing 
valuable material to make new products such as newsprint, 
cardboard, packaging and insulation.

FOUR 17-year-old 
students from the 
Mossbourne Academy 
have been chosen to 
participate in a once-in- 
a-lifetime conservation 
expedition to three 
corners of the globe. 

Benjamin Frith-Salem 
will travel to the 
Peruvian Amazon; Ted 
Levermore is set to head 
deep inside the Arctic 
circle to study 
glaciology; and Rosie 
Gilbert and Lina Duval 
are off to the Indian 
Himalayas to take part 
in a conservation and 
geology project. 

Organised by youth 
development charity,

I have owned 
Staffordshire Bull 
Terriers for the last 
10 years. 

My idea is to create an 
informative short film 
exploring some of the issues 
that the community and 
young people face with this 
breed.

Appeal for asthma study help 

HOMERTON hospital needs children to take part in the 
largest ever national asthma study. 

The hospital’s allergy clinic is one of only five in the country 
to have been chosen to trial a new drug designed to 
prevent children with hay fever going on to develop 
asthma. Researchers are looking to recruit children, aged 
between four and 1 1 , who have no asthma symptoms, but 
suffer from hay fever and need medication. 

Consultant Allergy Nurse, Andrew Williams, said: “We know 
that childhood allergic hay fever increases the risk of 
asthma developing in later life up to seven-fold. 

“The idea is to study the youngsters to see if treatment 
with a prescribed and approved hay fever tablet, which 
contains natural grass pollen, can also reduce the risk of 
asthma. We want to screen at least 20 children. So far we 
have six on the trial, so we are on the look-out for more 
children to join.”

Support for older people 

AN NHS-funded team set up at the end of last year is 
starting to see positive results. 

The Intermediate Care team in Hackney supports over 65s 
who are experiencing mental health difficulties, and helps 
them remain in their homes rather than returning to 
hospital. One recent case involved a patient who was 
fearful about going home and how she would cope. 

The team built a relationship with her while she was still in 
hospital, then once at home, put together a care 
programme to help her manage her anxiety, highlight what 
to do in a crisis, take part in group activities and assist her 
with practical tasks such going to GP appointments. 

The team, which is managed by the East London NHS 
Foundation Trust, is now operating at full capacity. Team 
leader, Emma Higgins, said: “It’s easy for older people to 
become isolated and get out of the habit of socialising. 
“There are a handful of teams like this across the UK, so 
setting one up in Hackney, a borough with high incidence 
of psychiatric illness is a positive move.”

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Old Street and Great 
Eastern Street. 

Specialist workshops 
concentrated on the various 
stages of construction, 
alongside associated trades 
such as glue-making, brass 
dealing, and upholstery 
manufacture. Pieces of 
furniture could move down 
the street as they were 
assembled and decorated, 
passing from one workshop 
to another. Some workers 
could make a whole piece 
of furniture, but most were 
only trained to make one 
component. 

Many businesses were 
started by European 
immigrants and Jewish 
emigres fleeing from 
persecution and played 
a key role in commerce 
and manufacturing, 
including Harris Lebus, B. 
Cohen & Sons, and 
Beresford & Hicks. 

Some of these firms 
produced furniture of 
sufficient quality that they 


became suppliers to 
esteemed West End stores. 

In 1893, trade classes for 
local young people were 
started by the Vestry of St 
Leonard’s in Hoxton Street, 
moving to Pitfield Street as 
the Shoreditch Technical 
Institute in 1899. Later it 
became the Technical 
College for the Furnishing 
Trades, then the London 
College of Furniture, before 
amalgamating with London 
Guildhall University in 
1992, now part of London 
Metropolitan University. 

A number of factors led 
to the decline of the 
Shoreditch furniture trade, 
but the Second World War 
had a major impact. Small, 
family firms were hit hard 
by staff leaving to fight, 


premises were bombed, and 
many businesses were 
turned over to 
manufacturing aircraft. 

Following a general 
decline in industry and 
manufacturing after the 
war, the Shoreditch trade 
focused on quality 
reproduction furniture with 
the mass production of 
goods moving out to the 
Lea Valley. Faced with 
competition from cheaper 
imports, businesses 
collapsed. However, a 
number of artisan furniture 
makers established 
themselves in the area, 
working alongside 
surviving older firms and 
ensuring the Shoreditch 
tradition of furniture 
making still lives on today.

S OUTH Shoreditch 
enjoys a rich 
commercial history, 
having been the 
centre for a number of 
major manufacturing 
industries, one of the most 
important of which was the 
furniture trade. 

The mid- 19th century 
saw a rapid increase in the 
country’s population which 
demanded inexpensive, 
attractive furniture for 
working and middle 
class homes. 

East London provided 
cheap labour, low rents, 
and good transportation 
links for bringing in 
raw materials via the 
Regent’s Canal. 

By 1861, about 30 per 
cent of all London furniture 
makers worked in the East 
End with much of the trade 
centred on Curtain Road,
